ENGLAND AND RUSSIA. 

Light upon Ru sia is always welcome, and 
‘here is not too much of it. In tha “Fort- 
nightly Review,’ Mr. Victor E. Marsden pro 
fusses to discuss ‘an Anglo Russian Eotente’— 
a subjact the most inopportune that can be 
sonceived at a moment when 10 one knows 
what the Governmsnt of Rossia will be this 
time next year. But Mr. My sden’s title has 
nothing to do with his paper, which is an 
ascoant of the possibilities of Russia as a 
market for British goods and as a source of 
raw materials, and particularly of foodstuffs, 
for the British market. Mr. Mardan speaks 
asa man of business well acquainted with 
Rassia. He does not ds3ass politics and 
‘voids questions of international policy, But 
vbat he has to say of his own subject—trade 
—a0ontributes mach to make the present state 
of Russia intelligible. Persons interested in 
trade will perhaps not be astonished to learn 
that in ten years Germany more than doubled 
her exports to Raasia and nearly doubled her 
imports from Rassia, while Eigland redaced 
the amount of her exports to Rassia and in- 
sreased her imports from Russia by about 
thirty percent. At the present moment Ger- 
many imports from Russia more than does 
Eigland and exports to Rassia more than 
twice as much as goes from England. Mr, 
Marsden explains hw this has come about. 
Germany, he says, has batter and better paid 
Uonsals in Russia than England ; there are 
German banks in the chief towns, but no 
English banks, and Consals and barkers cap 
thus affurd to give Garman traders an aesiat- 
ance such as British traders in Raasia do not 


receive, But that is only a small contributory 
cause. ‘I'he chief causa is that the German 
commercial travellers sent to Russia are 
aducated men and gentlemen; they speak 
Russian, and they find out what the Russians 
want so that their firms can supply it. ‘Thos 
Garman goods go where British goods might 
g> but do not. Herd isa case. ‘I'he Rassian 
joiner, not being a mesteater, has not mach 
muscle and cannot use heavy hammer. So he 
boys and uses the Gsrman light hammer 
made for him, while he bas no ose for the 
heavier one of English make: Io short, the 
German firms maka way because they emp!oy 
men of the stamp that canJearo the language 
and observe the people. The English firms 
fail throogh their ignorance of the conntry 
and the psop!e, an ignorance which their 
travellers share. These are Mr. Marsdeu’s 
charges against Euglish minafactarers and 
traders, not ours. Bat as he feels in a position 
to make them, we hava examined with interest 
his accoant of Rassia. | 
Rassia is a land for farmers, and most of its 
people are farmers. But they are poor and 
anprogressive. They are ground down by offi- 
cials whose business is tax-gathering for the 
benefit of a corrapt Government and for their 
own benefit, and not the fartherance of the 
people's welfare. Accordingly there are no roads, 
and the network of railways has wider meshes 
than avy other railway neiwork in Earope. 
There is no stone to make roads ; it would have 
to be iumported. Accordingly the farmer cannot 
move Lis produce unless he is near a railway 
station or a river. What can ba movad in 
winter can be pat on sledges, but a road in the 
Western sense i*, broadly speaking, unknown. 
Then the Russian Government has kept tha 
people igrorant. Nut until tha censorship was 
suspended a few months ago did the peasants 
have the chance of reading newspapers. The 
recruits were instructed by their officara, 
and a considerable part of the instruction 
consisted of lies about England, intendej 
to discredit Englith ideas. Since the reform 
movement spread, after the war in the 
Far East, the reformers have ciroulated 
cheap books about Eogland ard cheap transla. 
tions of English books such as Milton’s 
‘‘Areopagitica’ and Mill’s “Liberty,” and these 
have been widely read. The result is that 
England is regarded by the reformers and 
thir disciples with as much goodwill, as the 
bareaucracy incaleates hatred of things English. 
“By last actamn,” says Mr. Marsden, “the 
Censor was practically non-existent, and the 
G.vernment then tried to dam the flood by 
G»pfiscating every scrap of printed matter in 
the hands of the mujits and arrested everyone 
cioght reading aloud to the illiterate’ —that 
gives & significant glimpse into the natural 
history of the Rassian Government. ‘Tco 
late, as usual, even in repressive measures, 
the Government now finds itself unable to cope 
in any way with the astounding mass of reform 
l terature which penetrates to the remotest 
corners of the Empire and covers all classes of 
the population.” Here we get an idea of the 
kind of stir which has been arousing Raasia, 
for it most have involved no small effort to 
fil Russia with prchibited literature. And 
what is the literature that the Government 
thas tries, bat tries in vain, to suppress ? It is 
& literatore that is constantly referring to 
the history of Eigland to show what civic 
freedom is and how it has been wor. “How 
England Won ber Literties” is the title of one 
of these much read pamphlets. But to be 
caught with sach a book is to bea “revola- 
tionary” and to run the risk of being thrown 
for months into prison withoet trial, or of 
being sent to Siberis, also without trial, for 
there has b3en no Great Charter and no Habsas 
Corpus Act in Rassia. 

Mr. Marsdeu’s idea is that the reformers will 
in the Jong ran succeed,and that tha autocratic 
system cavrot last much longer. He expects 
that when the period of troubles comes to an 
eid the reformers and their ideas will be in 
power. When that time comes he thinks there 
will be @ basis for po it.cal sympathy between 
Eoglish aud lussians. And when th.t time 
comes he thinks also that if English manofac- 
turers and traders know thir basiness there 
will be in Rassia the largest new market in the 
world, a market in which success will come to 
those who know how to stady the people whose 
needs have to be supplied, and who therefore 
can speak their language. The reformers, he 
expects, will be anxious to develop the re- 
sources of Russia. They will bein need of 
vapital aud of maunfactures of all sorts, in 
particular of clothing fabrics, and of 
machinery, especially agricaltaral machinery. 
[hese things may as wall be supplied 
by Great Britain, which needs the agri: 
sultural prodace of Russia, as by Germany. 
[t is largely a question of fore’ h»ught, enter- 
vrise, and organisation on the part of British 
traders. Moreover, there must be, if the 
re-ources of Russia are to be developed and 
if she obtains a progressive Governme:t, 
great increase of railways and a_ whole- 
sale constraction of roads. Such are the views 
axpressed by Mr. Maraden, of which we have 
given some ecsount, because it is from obser- 
vations not intended to be. political that there » 
is sometimes most to be learned about political 
conditions. It is certain that there is in 
Hogland abandance of sympathy with the 
Jeople of Rassia in their preseat time of trial, 
snd that British observers make full allowance 
for the diffi salties of a nation endeavouring to 
sonstitate itself in spite of the ignorance bred 
under a bareaucracy, and in spite of the 
passions which necessarily accompany all 
uational movements. ‘here ia sympathy, too,’ 
for the Emperor who e position is a3 tragic a9 
that ofany Monarch brought ap to believe 
that his first daty isto uphold his Divine 
right. Bat of political alliance it is to be hoped 
there will be no thought until there is some 

means of knowing what in ten years’ time will 
be the character and policy of the Russian

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RUSSIAN CRISIS. 


THE KRONSTADT MUTINY. 


ADMIRAL KILLED. 


Sr. Pererssora, August 3. 


The matineers at Kronstadt were composed 
of 400 sappers and miners and 2,500 sailors. 
The former killed their officers and then sur- 
prised the sleeping artillerymen of Fort Con- 
atantine, captaring the officers. The gunners, 


however, proved to be nyexpectedly loyal and 
refased to work the guns, thus makjng resist- 


ance hopeless, especially as the authorities 


were fally prepared and were backed ap by an 
overwhelming force of reliab!e troop®. Seven of 
the miners were tried by court-martial for 
killing their oftisers and were immediately 
shot. ‘The cause of ths outbreak is parely 
political. Kavolationaries were most active but 
were diaappointed by the loyalty chown by the 
infantry and artillerymen, although the latter 
were the firat to revolt last October. 

A military outbreak has taken place at 
Reval. No details have come to hand. ( euter

Matineers on board the cruiser Pamiat Azo- 
va, of the Baltic Squadron, killed the com- 
mander and foar oftisere, but were overpowered 
by the loyal members of the crew and brought 
into Reval, where they were disarmed and 
imprisoned.

The late Sir Sydney Hedley Waterlow 
Bart., K.C.V.0., was once Lord Mayor of 
London, in 187273, during which the Sheh 
of Persia visited the City. He was several times 
in Parliament. From 1868-69 he sat as mem 
ber for the County of Damfries, from 1874-80 
he represented Maidstone, and Gravesend from 
1880-85. The late Sir Sydney took the great- 
eat interest in public institutions. In fact most 
of bis time was occupied of late years in the 
preci of his daties as chairman of the 

istribution Committee of the Hospital Sun- 
day Fand ; chairman of the Ganeral Commis- 
sioners of Income T'ax in the City of London ; 
chairman of the Industrial Dwellings Co., with 
6000 tenements and 30,000 souls ; and chair. 
man of the Board of Governors of the United 
Westminster Schoola, educating 1.100 boya,— 
all of this work being nearly honorary. A few 
years ago he gave over to the L.O.C. his 
estate at Highgate—about 30 acres - and this 
is now known as Waterlow Park.

EXTRACTS FROM THE HOME PAPERS. 


The Education Bill Farce. 


If anybody hoped that much would be 
achieved by the Opposition, strenvously back- 
ed as they often were by the Irish Party, and 
by frank utterances from other quarters of the 
House, they have been cruelly disappointed. 
The Elucation Bill will leave the House of 
Comin ns with all substantial grievarceas com- 
pletely unredressed. The only modifications 
made by the Government have been, oddly 
‘enough, in derogation trom their own great 
principles. What has become of the uniform 
type of school under complete popular con- 
trol! The Government created three types 
in the Bill itself, and not content with that, 
they have actaally created a fourth—the 
State-aided school—in their amendments to 
Clanse 4. We always granted that a strong 
case might be made oat for onification, and wa 
supposed that to be the position of the 
Government themselves. ‘The result they bave 
arrived at shows the Nemesis lying in wait for 
anytody who tries to impose one single type 
of teaching, and is than driven by stress of 
circumstances to “graft exceptions on ex- 
ceptions.” (‘‘Times.”) 


Shifting the Responsibility. 

It must be borne in mind that in establish- 
ing responsible Goveroment in the tw) new 
Colonies (in South Africa) which five years 
ago were hostile Stater, the British Govern- 
ment are making an entirely novel precedent. 
In every other cas3 soc a gift has been 
made ia response to tha request of a loyal 
and practically unanimous community. It 
has been* the reward of a novitiate spent 
in long training for liberty. In this inetance 
we are conferring an unsought privilege— 
one which is repudiatel by the very men 
to whom in the last resort we must look 
for active he’p and assistance. Were they 
inclined to stand upon their fall right, and 
refuse to participate in tha undesired insti 
tations, thxy could, beyond all doubt, con 
demn this adventurous experiment to a public 
failure. [t is only becanse Ministers rely on the 
co-operation unwilling though it be, of the 
British seitlers that they dare to dream of 
enfranchising the Boers. (“Standard.”) 


Unenviable Greatness. 


The new Prime Minister of the Rnasian 
Expire, M. Sto'ypin, has before him a stupend- 
ous task, bat he hss at least the prospect of 
living ia history as the greatest of Raaeian 
statesmen should he be so furtanate as to 
carry it through to a saccessfal end. Assuming 
that he means what he says, and that he is not 
the mere tool of reaction, he will have with 
him the good wishes of the well-disposed io 
all nations, and it isa possible that the 
consciousness of sympathy so universal may 
help to inspire him in the discharge of his 
onerous duty. (‘“Globe.’’) 


Peace, or a Sword ? 


The Russians are apparently of a much 
less exvitable temperament, much less mobile, 
than the Frenoh. ‘The dissolution of the Dama 
has bien received quietly, but there is no 
evidence that this quietness means indifference. 
Thea ncw Government declares that its pro- 
gramme is ‘resolute government,’ coupled with 
reform. That'is the sort of compromise which 
shows: that even on the bareancratic side no 
oneany longer believes in the possibi'ity of 
mere repression. Ite weak point ia that the 
people will construe reform as an admission 
that the reformers are right, and will take 
represiion a3 proot that the Government is 
wrong. The whole issue turns on the 
demand for Rapreseatative Government. The 
struggle will go on until Representative Govern- 
ment has been established. But how long it 
will last cannot be foreseen. It mey be for five 
years and it may be for fifty. (“Morning Post.’’) 


Ideal, but Unsafe, 


‘When members of the British or French 
Parliaments take an engagement to work for 
the reduction of armaments and to create a 
movement of public opinion in that direction 
their promises are not vain, because in both 
countries Parliament really holds sovereign 
power, but when, on the contrary, the same 
engagement is taken by members of the Reichs- 
tag what is it worth? In France the Chamber 
does what it wills. In Germany it does what the 
Emperor wills, or, more exactly, the Emperor 
does what he wil's, whether Parliament likes 
it or not. What, then, do they signify, these 
pacifist jeu de paume oaths, when some of those 
who make them bring the reality of power and 
responsibility, and others only fistions? Oar 
pacifists will keep their word.and begin their 
propaganda, and when some fine morning, as 
during the Morocco business, they will find 
thattheir foreign col eagaes have lagged be h nd, 
and that we are playing the game of military 
enfeeblement alone. Grand merci! Doubtless 
Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman has not 
thought of all that. He has abandoned himself 
to the inspirations of his own kind and honest 
spirit. As a man he was in the right, as a 
Prime Minister he was in the wrong. For the 
Golden Age is not yet come.” (‘T'empr.”’) 
Germany Unconcerned. 


The Prima Minister's open championship of 
the disgraced Doma can hardly be reconciled 
with the cfforts of those who are aiming at a 
rapprochement between England and the Ras- 
sian Government (sic). But that, of course, is 
a matter aboat wh‘ch Germans neel not worry 
themselve. (“Frankfarter Zoitung.”)

ARMY AND NAVY. 


(FRoM- OUR CORRESPONDENT.) 


Lonpon, July 26. 

The 2nd Battalion Royal Dablin Fasiliers, 
Battevant, has received orders to supply a 
draft of 10) non-commissioned officers and men 
to join the Ist Batta'ion, at Alexandria, early 
in October. The draft will Jeave on tha Ist 
O.tober, and Second Lieatenent J. M. Mood, 
1st Royal Dablin Fuasiliere, has been placed 
on duty with it. 


The 3rd Battalion King’s Royal R‘fle Corps, 
Aldershot, is preparing a draft of 100 non- 
commissioned officers and men to join the Ist 
Battalion at Cairo, early in October. 


A draft of 50 men of the Reserve Squadron 
of the Inniskilling Dragoons, Ballicollig, will 
leave there on the Ist (stober to join the 
regiment at Cairo. 


The 2ud Battalion Rifle Brigade, which 
went last year from Egypt to Chambattia, will 
remain at that station for another year. 


The Rifle Depot, and the King’s Royal Rifle 
Corps and the Rifle Brigade wil not be tam- 
pered with under Mr. Haldane’s proposed 
“reforms.” 


The vacancy for arquadron commander in the 
6th Inniskilling Dragoons, Cairo, has been filled 
by the promotion to substantive rank of Brevet 
Major G@ K. Ansell, tke noted polo player. 
Major Anssall has be2n coonected with the 
Inniskillings for over twelve years, having got 
his first commis3ion in April, 1894. He was 
promoted captain in 1901, and was adjutant of 
the reziment 1897-1902, which embraced the 
South Afr'can War. Sincé February, 1905, he 
has been employed as Brigade Major of the 
3rd Cavalry Brigade, Garragh. Major Ansell 
served with the [nniskillings in the operations 
in the Transvaal, east of Pretoria, including the 
actions of Reit Viei and Belfast; the operations 
in Cape Colony, south of Orange River, in- 
cluding the fighting about Colesberg ; and the 
operations generally in the ‘l'ransvaal and 
Orange River Colony, till the close of the war. 
He had many exciting adventures during the 
Boer War. His love for scouting alone got 
him into a tight corner on one occasion, and 
the treachery of a supposed loyalist led the 
gallant subaltern to make a three months’ so0- 
joarn in Pretoria, where he remained till it 
was captured. At the action of Grootvlei, where 
the Loniskillings got in a charge, Captain Ansell, 
armed with a bayonet, bad a hand-to-hand 
encounter with a Boer, both mounted, and 
after an exciting tussle, during which the 
Boer fired twice, he got the upper hand of the 
Boer and took him prisoner. In the drives, 
Captain Aueell was Rimington’s right-hand 


-map, and his well-merited brevet majority was 


his reward, in addition to the Qaeen’s medal 
with th:e3 clasps,-and King’s medal with two 
clasps. | 


The home batteries and companies of the 
Royal Horse Artillery, Royal Field Artillery, 
and Royal Garrison Artillery are preparing 
strong drafts for the batteries and companies 
in India. ‘I‘hese will be despatched early in 
October. When the wants of India, Egypt, and 
the Colonies are supplied Mr. Haldane will 
have little or no difficulty in fixing the estab- 
lishment, so far as the personnel is concerned, 
of his alleged four gun and two-gun batteries.

The Bank of England authorities have no 
official knowledge as yet that the Guards are 
to be relieved of night duty at that institution. 
If, however, the ramour proves correct, it will 
mean the severance of a long-standing tie, 
whose aspects are p (jaant as well as historical. 
Ever since the Gordon riots, in 1780, when 
old inkstands were me!ted into bullets in 
defence of the Bank, it has been customary 
to set a military watch over the O'd Lady of 
Threadoeedle-street at night, and to this duty 
the Guarcs have tenaciously clung. It is said 
that the ennui which broods over the Tower 
was the first cause of this attachment. From 
it the lucky sabaltern found glorious escape 
at the Bank of England, where, we are told, 
there was always provided a “snog, plain, ex- 
cellent dinner,” brought from one of the best 
taverns in the neighboushood. Moreover, the 
officer had the privileges of inviting two friends, 
for whom, as for himself, the amplest provirion 
was made in the matter ot wire. As tor the 
guard, they always got extra pay—all except 
the bugler,who was dependent on contributions 
from the sergeants—ro that night duty at the 
Bank was always welcomed. 


On occasion the Guards have handed over 
the Tower to the care of some regiment of the 
line, and they then parted willingly with every 
obligation except that of providing the ‘ inlying 
picquet” at the Bauk. ‘I'o that they resolutely 
adhered. I'he consequence has been that for 
many years past the sight has often been wit- 
nessed of Gaards from the barracks in the far 
West-end “gaily charging home to the Bank of 
England.” It was not, it is said, the ballion 
in the vaults, nor the emiles of City maids.or 
demis—these last long since departed to the 
guburbs---which helped the subaltern of an 
earlier period to endure the weary march City- 
wards. “It was,” says an old-time writer, ‘the 
substantia’, savoury fareof the City genuine 
roast beef of Old England,and the City’s anciert 
port—far surpassing the I’rench cookery and 
the French wine of St. James’s.” he subal- 
tern’s dinner is still a prized featore of the 
(Inards’ nicht dntv at tha Bank of England.

JUVENILE SMOKING. 

We lately published a paragraph on ‘this 
subject, which is being dealt with by the 
Hoase of Lords, and, we hope, with success. 
The evil is not, unhappily, confined to Britain. 
Nearly every Earopean boy under 16 smokes 
“on the quiet” ; and in the East it seems to be 
quite the fashion for youngsters who may not 
have cut their second teeth to indulge in the 
habit openly, without let or hindrance. Sarely 
this must be very bad for the health, especially 
the eyesight, and one cannot wonder at the 
number of cases of ophtkalmia which are to be 
met. with in the East, Egypt, and elsewhere. 
The foolish indulgence of Oriental parents is 
not only extended to cigarettes. In Greek and 
Levantine Christian. homes it is not at all 
thought wrong to give a child wine or spirits, 
aud to allow it to eat a heavy supper and 
keep late hours ; in fact do just as its elders 
do. The good old nursery rules and diet are 
lacking in the Eastern household ; a norsery 
does not exist, and the result is that by eating 
and drinking and sitting ap with adalta the 
child becomes precocious, sickly, unfit for the 
manly exercise of limb and brain. We sincerely 
trast that the Javenile’ Smoking Prevention 
Act will have far-reaching effects in the 
domestic politics cf the world.
